Our  stocks  are  inspected  by  the  Ohio  State  Department  of  Agriculture.  We  hold 
a  certificate  of  nursery  inspection  issued  by  that  Department. 

All  bulbs  offered  for  sale  are  treated  to  assure  freedom  from  possible  thrips  in¬ 
festation. 

Sizes — Large  bulbs  are  1%  inches  or  more  in  diameter;  Medium  bulbs  are  %  to 
1 1/4  inches;  and  Small  bulbs  are  from  %  to  3/4  inches. 

TERMS  OF  SALE 

Gladiolus  orders  are  usually  shipped  during  March  and  April,  governed  somewhat 
by  weather  conditions;  Dahlias,  Gannas  and  Lily  bulbs,  during  April  and  May.  Peren¬ 
nial  purchases  are  usually  completed  at  the  gardens,  throughout  the  season. 

Bulb  orders  of  $2.00  or  over  are  delivered  prepaid;  orders  of  less  than  $2.00  should 
include  15c  for  postage. 

All  goods  are  guaranteed  to  reach  you  in  good  condition,  and  to  be  true  to  label. 
Anything  found  otherwise,  we  hold  ourselves  in  readiness  to  correct,  to  the  extent  of 
the  price  paid.  You  would  not  expect  us  to  be  responsible  for  stock  after  delivery  in 
good  condition  to  the  customer;  therefore,  if  through  error  or  otherwise  there  is  cause 
for  complaint,  promptness  in  reporting  it  will  be  appreciated.

BULB  AND  PLANT  TREATMENT 

The  best  general  treatment  of  gladiolus  bulbs  disease  cure  and  prevention  is  the 
treatment  with  Murcuric  Chloride  (Corrosive  Sublimate)  solution.  This  treatment 
will  kill  thrips  and  thrip  eggs,  as  well  as  the  spores  of  fungeous  diseases.  Soak  the 
bulbs  at  least  7  hours  (or  over  night)  in  the  solution,  1  oz.  to  iy2  gallons  of  water,  pre¬ 
ferably  not  under  60  degrees.  Wet  treatment  should  not  be  done  till  planting  time. 
The  bulbs  may  be  planted  wet. 

For  spraying  the  growing  stock  for  thrips  or  other  insects,  we  recommend  ROTO- 
TOX.  This  is  both  a  stomach  and  contact  poison — non-poisonous  to  people  or  animals — 
a  complete  spray  requiring  only  dilution  with  water.
